A decision by Judge Augustus 
N. Hand in a federal court in 
New 
York 
City 
undoubtedly 
places a number of residents of 
Gettysburg and Adams county in 
“hot water.” Under the decision, 
Judge Hand ruled that household­ 
ers who fail to put something in 
grape juice or other fruit juices 
to keep it from turning into wine 
are violators of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 
That thedecision is far-reaching 
in its applications is admitted by 
attorneys, who 
point 
out that 
prosecutions under the provisions 
of the dry lawfs can now be made 
when “hard cider” and fermented 
fruit or 
vegetable wines 
of all 
descriptions, 
containing 
more 
than one-half of one per cent of 
alcohol, are found on premises. 
Judge Hand had before him the 
case of Mrs. Josephine Maltose, 
defendant in a proceeding to con­ 
fiscate ten barrels of liquid gov­ 
ernment chemists avouched had 
become 13 per cent alcohol by fer­ 
mentation. 
Mrs. Maltone said she had done 
nothing but put 
grape juice in 
barrels in her cellar. When police 
visited her home and seized the 
barrels and contents, she sought 
an attorney and began 
proceed­ 
ings to have the wine returned. 
The attorney, Eli 
Rosenberg, 
argued that it was legal to pre­ 
pare grape juice for home con­ 
sumption 
and that confiscation 
was 
irregular 
unless 
it 
were 
proved that the wine was intoxi­ 
cating in fact. 
Judge Hand ruled: “I can hard­ 
ly regard grape juice containing 
13 per cent of alcohol as nonin­ 
toxicating. 
Posses*ion of grape 
juice for home use 
which 
was 
nonintoxicating when 
manufac­ 
tured by the possessor becomes 
unlawful under the prohibition 
act whenever the liquid becomes 
intoxicating, whether through nat­ 
ural fermentation or otherwise.” 
He then issued an order confis­ 
cating the wine.

invoked 
by 
Congressman 
Hill, of Maryland, when he fer­ 
mented wine and defied arrest on 
the ground that the wine could 
not be declared intoxicating in 
fact until some one became intoxi­ 
cated by drinking it.

The new act, effective O ctober I, 
1927, is one of the shortest passed at 
the present session of the Legislature, 
being 
only ten 
lines 
in 
length. 
Although it establishes the minimum 
m arriageable age a t 16, there is a 
clause in the m easure which gives the 
O rphans’ Courts authority to g ra n t 
exemptions in certain cases. 
Miss Helen Grimes, of Allegheny, 
who sponsored the bill in the House, 
said it was intended to prevent “ May- 
December” m arriages such 
as 
the 
“Peaches” Heenan-Browning affair. 
U nder the present laws, there is no 
minimum limit, the approval of the 
parents or guardians of both p arties 
merely being required for all persons 
under legal age of 2 1. 
The new act,
